Harding Street 
bridge plans 
draw concern 


By Don Staruk 

About a dozen Harding Street resi- 
dents told selectmen last Monday 
night, Dec. 17, that they oppose the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority’s plans to rebuild the Hard- 
ing Street bridge over the train tracks. 

“There are very serious problems 
with the plan,” Richard Josselyn, of 21 
Harding St., told the board. 

The MBTA displayed the 25 percent 
complete plans for the bridge work to 
residents at a hearing earlier this 
month. Residents voiced several com- 
plaints with the plans at that hearing 
and wanted the board to be aware of 
their concerns. 

“We were not told that (MBTA rep- 
resentatives) were going to respond to 
our indications,” Mr. Josselyn said. 

Doug Hamilton, of 8 Harding St., 
said the engineers were not concerned 
with the pedestrian traffic on the 
street. 

“It’s a bad situation. We just think 
that the proposed solution is going to 
make it worse,” Mr. Hamilton said. 

The complaints include the propos- 
als to raise the bridge and widen the 
street. 

Raising the bridge would render the 
driveways to some homes inaccessible. 
Widening the road would reduce front 
yards, already minimal, to next to 
nothing. 

Abdelmagid Mazen, of 19 Harding 
St., said he asked the MBTA represen- 
tatives why the project was necessary 
and was told, “We have $1 million. If 
we don’t use it we lose it.” 

When he asked the engineers if a 
railing could be installed to protect 
pedestrians, he was told, “No.” 

“Tf a car skids it will hit the rail and 
damage the car,” Mr. Mazen said he 
was told. 

The residents proposed making the 
street one-way, so it wouldn’t have to 
be widened, but Bob McQuade, said he 
would oppose that change. He said 
there are not enough east/west access 
roads in town now and making Hard- 
ing Street one-way would complicate 
traffic in both Shawsheen and Elm 
squares. Selectman Gerald Silverman 
also said he would oppose such a 
change. 

But Mr. McQuade said he under- 
stood the residents’ problems with the 
design. 

“Tf I lived there I would have serious 
problems,” Mr. McQuade said. 

The bridge has to be improved, 
according to Mr. McQuade, and he said 
he would rather use the $1 million 
from the MBTA than use town money. 
He asked residents to allow the MBTA 
to complete the 50 percent plans and 
give them, a.chance .to,incorporate the 


chahges: reoommnended, by: résidents,',",'.'.1" 
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The neighbors said they don’t expect 
the MBTA engineers to cooperate. 

Mr. Silverman voiced concern at an 
earlier meeting about how long the 
street would have to be shut down 
while the work on the bridge was com- 
pleted. Mr. McQuade said Monday 
night that replacement of the bridge, as 
is now being considered, could take up 
to a year. 

Selectmen’s Chairman James 
Barenboim said the residents’ com- 
plaints would be put into writing and 
forwarded to the MBTA for considera- 
tion in their planning. 


Christmas trees 
to be recycled

Gillette agrees to permanent 
ban on animal testing 


Gillette’s executive vice presi- 
dent of North American opera- 
tions, Robert Murray, and chief 
group counsel, Kevin Loftus, 
agreed to a permanent ban on 
animal tests for Gillette’s Jafra 
cosmetics company, thus ending 
a four-year boycott of Jafra led 
by People for the Ethical Treat- 
ment of Animals (PETA) and the 
New England Anti-Vivisection 
Society (NEAVS). 

The announcement came in a 
communique to PETA late last 
week and was the result of a 
first-of-its-kind meeting on Dec. 5 
between Gillette and PETA, the 
nation’s largest animal rights 
group. Gillette has also agreed to 
annual disclosures of closely- 
held test data that will include 
the number and species of ani- 
mals used. 

“The meeting was a break- 
through,” says Sammy Busby, 
Gillette campaign coordinator 
for PETA and NEAVS. “Gillette 
has used fewer than 100 animals 
for non-pharmaceutical testing 
in the last year — none of these 
for Jafra. This is a significant 
decrease since our campaign 
began in 1986.” 

The meeting came at Gillette’s 
request and was held in Boston 


PTA has introduced such resolu- 
tions since 1988 as part of its cor- 
porate responsibility program, 
which brings the issue of ban- 
ning animal tests to the corpo- 
rate boardrooms. PETA has 
agreed to withdraw its resolu- 
tion, which called for a report on 
the effectiveness of animal tests 
as predictors of human safety. A 
PETA representative will 
address the April meeting to 
praise the company for its Jafra 
decision and press for an overall 


corporate ban on animal tests. 


The Jafra animal test ban 
marks Gillette’s first public non- 
animal testing policy. While 
Jafra products have not been 
tested on animals since 1987, 
Gillette had until now kept ani- 
mal testing as an option. 

“Although our campaign will 
continue until not a single ani- 
mal is killed for Gillette, we 
praise the company for this sig- 
nificant first step,” says Mr. Bus- 
by.

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Enhanced 911 is 
2-3 years away

Andover will not get enhanced 911 emer- 
gency service right away, despite the bill 
signed into law by Gov. Michael Dukakis 
Tuesday, Dec. 11. 

The law will make enhanced 911 service 
available in every city and town in Mas- 
sachusetts, but it will take some time to put 
in place, according to Dave Ravanesi, public 
relations official for New England Tele- 
phone. 

“Nothing will change immediately,” Mr. 
Ravanesi said last week. 

Enhanced 911 service involves installing 
phone lines and computer equipment in the 
emergency center that would provide a 
caller’s name, address and telephone num- 
ber to the dispatcher. 

But first a 2l-‘member board will have to 
decide on a set of standards for the service. 
An example of one standard that may be 
used is that communities would have to 
operate the service 24 hours a day, according 
to Mr. Ravanesi. 

Once those standards are set, each com- 
munity will have until Dec. 11, 1991, one year 
from the enactment of the law, to accept 
them. If accepted, the telephone company 
will install the equipment for free on its own 
schedule. If a community does not accept the 
set standards, it will have to pay for the 
equipment itself if it wants it. 

One reason some communities might not 
accept the standards is the expense. For 
example, some small towns may not be able 
to afford hiring dispatchers to provide the 24- 
hour service. Those towns might consider a 
regional approach to adopting 911 and share 
the expense with neighboring towns. 

In any case, it will be January 1992 before 
installations of the E-911 equipment would 
begin, and when Andover gets it will depend 
on where the town fits into the telephone 
company schedule.

Travel over this Christmas/New Year’s 
holiday is expected to be the heaviest in at 
least six years, increasing a fraction over a 
year ago, the American Automobile Associa- 
tion said. 

The motoring federation estimates 34.8 
million Americans — 14 percent of the popula- 
tion — are traveling 100 miles or more from 
home during this holiday season. Approxi- 
mately 34.4 million Americans traveled dur- 
ing the 1989 holiday period. 

An expected 25.7 million travelers are tak- 
ing trips by auto, light truck or recreation 
vehicle, compared to 25.5 million last year. 
Another 9.1 million persons travel by air, bus 
or train. 

The travel projections were based on a 
national probability survey of 1,500 adults 
conducted by the U.S. Travel Data Center, 
which does special research for AAA. 

Heaviest motor vehicle travel was expect- 
ed in the Southeast, where 6.1 million Ameri- 
cans planned trips, and in the West, with 5.5 
million traveling. Travel by other regions 
included: Midwest, 5.1 million; Northeast, 4.8 


million; and Great Lakes, 4.2 million. 

Of those taking a trip over the Christ- 
mas/New Year’s period, 36 percent said 
they’d travel to a city and 32 percent, to a 
town or rural area. Other destinations 
included: ocean or beach, 17 percent; moun- 
tain area, 8 percent; theme/amusement park, 
2 percent; lake area, 2 percent; other, 3 per- 
cent. 

Sixty-four percent of those traveling 
planned to stay at least one night with family 
or friends and 25 percent at a hotel or motel. 
Other overnight stops cited were owned cab- 
in, condominium or vacation home, 4 per- 
cent; rented cabin, condominium or vacation

A petition signed by more than 300 
Andover parents voiced their dissatis- 
faction with what they said was “a lack 
of cooperation between the School 
Committee and the teachers regarding 
contract negotiations.” The petition 
said it was time for the committee to 
negotiate a contract with which the 
teachers could be satisfied. Finally, 
teachers voted March 7 to accept a con- 
tract with an 18.5 percent increase 
divided over three years. 

The Democratic Town Committee 
re-elected Robert LaRochelle as chair- 
man and Karen Courtney as vice 
chairwoman.“ / 


Schools superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert warned of a projected $1.2 mil- 
lion deficit in Fiscal Year 1991 budget. 

Ruth Scarbeau withdrew her can- 
didacy for the School Committee. 

Incumbent Selectman William 
Downs won his re-election bid and 
sticker candidate Christopher Out- 
win won a three-year seat on the 
School Committee, defeating Joseph 
Frio Jr., Antonio Mendoza and Debra 
Silberstein. Only 2,895 people, 17 per- 
cent of the town’s 17,183 registered vot- 
ers, cast ballots. 

Gary Coon, chairman of Andover’s 
Republican Town Committee, said he 
is thinking seriously about running for 
Sue Tucker’s seat. 

The selectmen interviewed the two 
final candidates for town manager — 
Richard Howe and Buzz 
Stapezynski. 

The police patrolmen’s union 
rejected the contract negotiated by 
their representative and former Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony. The 34 
members of the union had been work- 
ing without a contract since July 1. 

The Andona Society raised $2,700 
for youth programs with a fashion 
show. 

Temple Emanuel Rabbi Harry A. 
Roth received the ninth annual com- 
munity service award from the Joseph 
G. Koffman Lodge of B’nai B'rith for 
his years of service to the Andover and 
Greater Lawrence community. 

Alba Castillo, a lawyer and busi- 
ness woman in Lawrence, said she may 


run as a Republican against state Sen. 
Patricia McGovern (D-Lawrence). 

About 580 residents attended a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting and passed all four 
warrant articles, including budget 
cuts. 

Former Andover Selectman Paul 
Cronin spoke to 5,000 delegates at the 
Republican Convention at the World 
Trade Center in Boston. The Punchard 
Avenue resident conceded defeat after 
he received only 11.1 percent of the 15 
percent of delegate voted he needed to 
make the September primary ballot. 

The Planning Board named a six- 
person subcommittee to study the cen- 
tral business district in response to 
several businesses, including Barcelos 
market, closing or moving out of the 
downtown area in the last few months. 


APRIL 

Reginald “Buzz” Stapczynski was 
chosen Andover’s new town manager 
by a 5-0 vote of the Board of Selectman 
Monday, April 2. A contract still has to 
be worked out with the new manager, 
but he said he is anxious to start the 
job. 

Robert E. Finneran, 58, of North 
Andover, editor of the Andover Towns- 
man for 22 years, died Tuesday, April 3. 

A newspaperman all his life, he 
went to work as a reporter and later an 
assignment editor for the Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune after graduating from 
Providence College. He moved to the 
Townsman in 1968 when its circulation 
was less than 2,000. Today, the Towns- 
man serves more than 7,500 readers. 

All 69 non-tenured teachers in 
Andover, plus five administrators and 
12 permanent substitutes, were given 
pink slips, the School Committee 
announced Tuesday, April 3. 

The School Committee voted 3 to 2 
Tuesday, April 10, to ask residents to 
override Proposition 2 1/2 for money 
to run the school system. At the same 
time, residents will also have to consid- 
er cutting at least $501,000 from the 
operating budget. 

The $22,468,858 working-model bud- 
get approved Tuesday night would ask 
the average $240,000-home owner in 
Andover to take on approximately $100 
more each year in taxes to fund $1.5 
million for maintenance and improve- 
ments to both town and school build- 
ings. 

Former Planning Board Chairwom- 
an Marge Bradshaw said Friday, 
April 6, that all the talk about failing 
business downtown could turn into a 
self-fulfilling prophecy, and that the 
central business district is not as. bad 
off as it’s being made out in the papers. 

Hooks Johnston, chairman of the 
central business district subcommit- 
tee, presented to the group a petition he 
received from Susan Lenoe of 15 Mor- 
ton St. The petition asked that the Plan- 
ning Board actively solicit a supermar- 
ket chain to locate a small store in the 
central business district. The petition 
had approximately 90 signatures. 

Andover police Detective Donald 
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Pattullo was dragged by a drug sus- 
pect’s car Friday, April 6, while inves- 
tigating suspicious activity in the park- 
ing lot of Le Biftheque Steak House on 
River Road. 

Detective Pattullo clung on to the 
car for about 50 feet before rolling off 
when the car slowed to make a turn. He 
was not hurt. 

Bruce Coppock, a cellist, music 
educator and administrator, has been 
appointed music director of the J. 
Everett Collins Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts on Shawsheen Road. He will 
begin July 1. 

Fourteen Andover residents were 
among the more than 9,000 runners 
who competed in the 94th Boston 
Marathon Monday, April 16, and all 14 
finished the 26-mile, 385-yard race. 

Andover’s first runner to cross the 
line in Boston was Jonathan Stable- 
ford, 45, of 6 School St. Mr. Stableford 
had his best finish ever with a 2:46:42 
in his 13th marathon. 

Bid specifications for a new curb- 
side trash collection contract were 
completed the week of April 23 and 
include curbside recycling options, 
according to Robert McQuade, Public 
Works director. 

A Postal Service station will be 
open in Old Town Hall this summer, 
according to Town Planner Steven 
Colyer. 

Andover residents cleaned reserva- 
tions, planted trees and signed peti- 
tions to celebrate Earth Day Saturday, 
April 21. 

The selectmen indicated Monday, 
April 30, that they will not include an 
article for a $3.5 million addition to the 
public safety building on North Main 
Street on the June 11 Town Meeting 
warrant. But the selectmen appeared 
ready to back the Historical Commis- 
sion’s demolition delay bylaw, stricter 
leash laws and cost-saving fire alarm 
regulations. ; 

MAY 

Achieving a balanced town operat- 
ing budget within the limits of Propo- 
sition 2 1/2 would require cutting an 
additional $455,000 — or at least 11 jobs — 
from current funding and staff levels, 
according to Tony Torrisi. 

Mr. Torrisi, budget and finance 
director and acting town manager, sub- 
mitted a “maintenance” budget that 
would keep town services at current 
levels but would increase the budget 
beyond the limits of Prop. 2 1/2. The 
town has already reduced its payroll 
by 11 positions this year.

The Massachusetts School of Law 
at 3 Dundee Park was unanimously 
accredited by the Massachusetts Board 
of Regents Tuesday, May 8. 

Volunteers labored in the rain Sat- 
urday, May 5, to set things just right at 
the new Penguin Park playground on 
Iceland Road off Lowell Street near 
Shawsheen Square. The park, designed 
to be fun for children of all ages, yet 
safe for preschoolers, was officially 
dedicated Sunday, May 6. A grassroots

Voters at Town Meeting Monday, 
June 11, didn’t face a Prop. 2 1/2 over- 
ride after all. Article 5, asking for $1.1 
million for schools, was withdrawn on 
an agreement among the Board of 
Selectmen, the Finance Committee and 
the School Committee, after a previous 
vote raised the town’s budget by 
$500,000, giving the school system the 
entire amount for its operating budget. 
Voters did pass an article to strengthen 
dog leash laws in town. They also voted 
against increasing retirement benefits 
for longtime town employees and not to 
appropriate money for conservation 
purchases. They opted for a demolition 
delay bylaw to save historic buildings. 


Memorial Hall Library staffers 
and trustees backed their policy of lim- 
ited access for children to the main lev- 
els of the library. Eleven-year-olds Lee 
Palmer and Janine Givens delivered a 
petition containing 169 or 170 signa- 
tures of people who want the children 
to have full access.

Tri-captain Mike Murnane drilled a 20- 
foot shot past Swampscott goaltender J.J. 
Doherty with exactly two minutes to play, 
lifting the undefeated Andover High hockey 
team to a dramatic 3-2 victory over the Big 
Blue in recent non-league action at Salem 
State College’s O’Keefe Athletic Center rink. 

The win was the fourth straight for the 
Golden Warriors, who also slammed Lowell 
High 8-las first-liners Murnane, tri-captain 
Sean Darwin and junior right wing Bill 
Owens combined for six goals. 

The 4-0-0 start is believed to be the best in 
the 22-year history of AHS hockey, and the 
four victories already equal the total num- 
ber of wins last season. 

Although the Golden Warriors have yet 
to launch Merrimack Valley Conference 
play, the fast break will be important in the 
team’s quest to become the third in the 
school’s ice annals to qualify for the Eastern 
Mass. Tournament. 

Andover opened defense of its North And- 

over Christmas Tournament championship 
at noontime today, battling North Reading 
in the semifinal round at Merrimack Col- 
lege. 
” The third-place consolation and title 
games are scheduled Saturday at 12:15 and 
2:30 p.m., AHS facing either Methuen or host 
North Andover depending on the outcome of 
the two semifinal contests. 

MVC action begins next Thursday, Jan. 3, 
when the Warriors host Wilmington for an 
8:30 p.m. battle at Merrimack’s Volpe Com- 
plex. 

Sean Darwin leads the team in scoring 
once again, boasting seven goals and seven 
assists for 14 points. If he were to maintain 
the same pace all season the first-line center 
would finish with 70 points.

cent. 

Residents were given a break of 
sorts by the selectmen Friday night 
when the board voted to increase the 
tax classification shift from 115 to 120 
percent, supposedly shifting a larger 
tax burden to commercial and industri- 
al property owners. But the residential 
share of the $39 million total tax bur- 
den increased from 61.6 percent to 63 
percent because of a greater drop in 
commercial and industrial property 
values. 

The Friday vote means tax bills can 
be mailed by the Dec. 31 deadline, 
avoiding potential delays that could 
have been costly to the town, according 
to William Krajeski, town assessor. 

“We believe that they will be mailed 
Monday, Dec. 31,” Mr. Krajeski said. 
The owner of a residential property 
valued at the $224,000 will pay $2,558.08 
in property taxes this year, up $228.48 
from last year. 


A commercial/industrial property 
valued at $1,148,600 will be taxed 
$17,274.94 according to the new rate, up 
$2,435.03 from last year. 

But property values on average 
declined this year with residential 
properties losing an average of 1.1 per- 
cent, while commercial properties 
went down 8.5 percent and industrial 
properties are down 13 percent. The 
most significant drop was in open 
space, which fell 37.3 percent. 

According to a random survey by 
the assessor’s office, the change in C/I 
property values means the average tax 
bill for many businesses will actually 
drop, according to Mr. Krajeski. 

The bill for the average Main Street 
business will drop 5 percent, while the 
bills for outlying small commercial 
business properties will drop 8.5 per- 
cent, Large industrial property owners 
will pay approximately .7 percent less 
taxes this year. 

Meanwhile, the average residential

property tax bill, despite the classifica- 
tion shift, will still go up because most 
homes have remained stable or 
increased in value. 

Owners of older residential proper- 
ties that saw an average 1.2 percent 
drop in value will still see an increase 
of 8 percent in their tax bills. Tax bills 
for middle-aged residential properties 
will increase about 10.4 percent on 
average and tax bills for new homes 
will jump an average of 13.2 percent.

At the public hearing Friday night, 
the selectmen couldn’t agree on what 
the shift should be. The board heard 
residents and business owners speak 
on both sides of the issue. 

Enzo Fossella, president of the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke against increasing the shift to 
business. Mr. Fossella owns both a 
home and a business in town. 

“T think this is the time to support 
the business people. I’m a home owner 
and I'm willing to pay my share,” Mr. 
Fossella said. 

Richard Bowen, of 12 Bannister 
Road and a former Andover town man- 
ager, spoke in favor of the shift and
